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An  informal  preliminary  meeting  of  the  Swetlands 
was  held  at  Brocton,  N.  Y.,  June  20,  1896,  and  a  tem- 
porary organization  effected  with  Dr.  E.  J.  Swetland  of 
Jamestown,  N.  Y.,  as  president,  and  Dr.  B.  S.  Swetland 
of  Brocton,  N.  Y.,  as  secretary.  At  that  meeting  it  was 
decided  to  liold  a  reunion  of  the  Swetlands  at  Powell's 
Opera  House,  Brocton,  N.  Y.,  Tuesday,  September  15, 
1896.  The  secretary  was  instructed  to  issue  invitations 
to  all  Swetlands  in  America,  as  far  as  addresses  were 
attainable,  with  the  idea  of  effecting  a  permanent  organi- 
zation. In  response  to  this  call  about  .50  members  of 
the  family  met  at  the  time  and  place  designated.  The 
meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  president  and  prayer 
was  offered  by  Orange  Whitney.  Music  was  then  fur- 
nished by  H.  M.  Swetland  and  daughters  Velma  and 
Flossy.  The  following  communications  were  then  read 
by  the  secretary:  An  interesting  article  from  the  Madi- 
son Monotor  from  Madison,  O.,  describing  a  perilous 
journey  across  Lake  Erie  by  Salman  Swetland  in  1813, 
was  read  by  the  secretary.  An  intermission  was  than 
taken  for  dinner,  which  was  served  at  the  Brocton 
House,  after  which  the  party  was  photographed  in  a' 
group,  a  representation  of  which  appears  as  our  frontis- 
piece. The  afternoon  meeting  was  then  called  to  order 
and  the  party  listened  to  a  most  excellent  paper  upon 
the  histoi-y  of  the  Swetland  Family  prepared  and  read 
by  Eli  Swetland,  of  Springfield,  Mass.,  as  follows: 


Mr.  President,  Relatives  and  Friends: 

It  gives  lue  great  pleasure  to  meet  you  at  this  family  reunion.  I 
have  for  the  last  year  or  two  been  looking  over  the  records  in  Massa- 
chusetts and  Connecticut  of  the  Swetland  family  and  I  have  become  quite 
interested.     I  am  very  sorry  that  I  did  not  commence  30  or  40  years  ago.

Had  I  done  so  I  would  have  had  the  assistance  of  older  relatives.  It  is  im- 
possible to  give  a  full  history  of  all  our  people  that  have  passed  away  long 
ago,  as  the  records  if  they  were  preserved  were  not  well  liept.  It  is  diffi- 
cult to  read  these  old  records  as  the  ink  is  faded  and  paper  yellowed,  the 
writing  is  so  different,  the  (s)  and  (f)  being  made  similar.  I  amimform^d 
there  were  three  brothers,  John,  Joseph  and  Benjamin,  who  came  from 
Sweden  and  settled  in  the  town  of  Somers,  Conn.  They  spelled  their 
name  with  two  (e's|,  pronounced  Sweetland.  I  think  they  took  their 
name  from  the  country  from  which  they  came,  8we  len.  which  is  called 
"sweet  land,"  as  all  names  in  those  olden  times  were  taken  from  objects, 
as  the  name  Hill  taken  from  the  hills,  and  also  Rivers,  Lakes,  Halls  and 
Barnes  and  other  objects  bio  numerous  to  mention.  This  reminds  me  of 
a  story  that  I  heard  a  Rev.  relate  at  a  lecture  in  Springfield. 

In  examining  the  records  as  far  back  as  1700,  I  find  they  spelled  the 
name  with  one  (ei  although  there  are  some  who  spell  it  with  two  (e's)  and 
others  spell  it  sweat  and  I  conclude  from  what  I  learn  that  they  all 
derived  their  names  from  the  same  source.  I  find  that  Joseph,  I  am  not 
sure  that  it  is  the  same  one  who  came  from  Swelen,  was  appointed  Lieu- 
tenant of  the  North  Company  of  Train  Band  in  the  Town  of  Hebron  In 
1730,  during  the  reign  of  George  II,  and  he  was  appointed  Captain  of  this 
band  in  Hebron  in  1730.  At  a  General  Assembly  at  Hartford  in  his 
Majesty's  English  Colony  of  Conn,  in  17.33,  this  Joseph  was  a  represen- 
tative. He  seemed,  to  all  accounts,  a  prominent  man.  Judging  from 
what  I  find  on  the  records  these  men  had,  or  accumulated,  quite  a 
property. 

In  1760,  the  heirs  of  John,  Joseph  and  Benjamin,  petitioned  the 
General  Assembly  held  at  Hartford  May,  1700,  against  John  Richards,  ad  - 
ministrator,  showing  that  Benjamin,  their  ancester,  formerly  of  New 
London,  by  his  last  will  gave  to  his  wife,  Hannah  Swetland,  certain  goods 
and  chattels  for  her  use  during  her  life  and  then  to  go  to  her  heirs. 
Hannah  died  leaving  a  will  ani  Richirds'  executor,  who  took  the  property 
and  estate  and  used  it  for  his  own  personal  benefit.  There  was  a  commit- 
tee appointed  by  the  General  Assembly  to  investigate,  and  they  reported 
that  Richards  had  in  his  custody  a  negro  man  and  a  negro  woman,  slaves, 
and  a  considerable  amount  of  silver  money  and  a  sura  in  old  tenor  bills 
and  a  bond  of  431  i  on  interest.  The  committee  decided  that  Richards 
should  pay  the  heirs  for  the  us3  of  the  property  and  deliver  it  to  the  right- 
ful owners.  I  have  a  copy  of  the  petition  which  any  one  here  may  ex- 
amine if  they  choose. 

We  will  pass  by  these  old  records  and  come  down  to  later  dates  I 
have  the  name  of  Israel  Swetland.  I  failed  to  find  the  date  of  his  birth  or 
his  death,  but  the  records  state  that  he  was  the  father  of  my  grandfather. 
His  first  wife  was  Dorcas  Dewey,  their  children  were  Theophilus  and 
Jacob  and  Mercy.  His  second  wife  was  Mary  Miner,  their  children  were 
Lurana,  Israel  and  Hannah.     Israel  gave  to  his  son  Theophilus  a  portion 


of  his  estate,  the  consideration  was  his  gooii  will  and  affection  for  him. 
Theophilus,  my  grandfather,  lived  in  Longmeadow,  Mass.  He  was  a 
farmer.  Many  a  time  I  visited  the  old  homestead  but  it  has  changed 
greatly  since  my  boyhood.  Theophilus  was  married  twice,  had  nine 
children  by  each  wife.  He  lived  to  be  65  years  old.  His  brother  Jacob 
was  quite  a  popular  hotel  keeper.  His  hotel  was  in  Wachogue  what  is 
now  one  of  the  streets  of  Springfield.  When  he  was  a  young  man  he 
went  courting  a  girl  named  Annie  Jennings.  Jacol)  being  a  poor  boy,  her 
stepfather  was  opposed  to  his  calling  to  see  Annie.  He  called  at  one  time 
and  this  stepfather  told  him  he  must  go  and  as  Jacob  rose  to  leave,  Annie 
also  arose  and  said  if  Jacob  goes,  I  go  with  him.  They  went  that  day  in 
1813  and  were  married.  Thus  they  started  in  life  without  money  or  home. 
By  hard  work  and  economy  he  accumulated  quite  a  fortune  for  those 
times,  estimated  about  §20,000.  He  had  no  education  and  could  neither 
read  nor  write.  They  had  one  child  Belinda.  They  educated  her  and  she 
became  quite  a  smart  woman.  She  married  David  Eaton  and  they  had  12 
children,  some  of  whom  are  living  at  the  present  time. 

Israel  Swetland,  Theophilus'  half  brother,  I  remember  well.  He  was 
short,  a  little  stooped,  walked  with  a  cane  and  his  little  dog  was  always 
his  companion  and  followed  him  wherever  he  went.  He  owned  a  small 
farm.  He  had  a  sou  Henry,  who  lived  in  Springfield.  He  died  this  pres- 
ent year  (1896). 

I  presume  there  are  a  number  present  who  remember  my  father's 
brother  George  Swetland.  In  1884  he  lost  his  life  while  returning  home 
from  the  blacksmith's  shop,  where  he  had  been  to  have  his  horse  shod.  As 
he  neared  the  railroad  track  his  horse  became  frightened  at  the  fast  ex- 
press train  from  New  York  to  Boston.  As  he  was  on  the  track  the  engine 
struck  his  carriage  and  lifted  it  up  and  carried  it  quite  a  distance,  the 
number  on  the  engine  struck  him  on  the  head  just  over  the  ear  and  in- 
stantly killed  him.  He  was  a  kind  hearted,  generous  man  and  he  repre- 
sented his  ward  in  the  city  government  at  two  different  times.  He  was 
highly  respected  by  all  who  knew  him.  His  widow  is  still  living  at  the 
age  of  84.  He  had  three  daughters  and  two  sons.  The  daughters  have  all 
passed  away.  His  youngest  son  Frank  lives  in  the  suberbs  of  our  City  of 
Homes  and  is  the  father  of  1.5  children,  of  whom  only  five  are  living. 

I  hope  if  any  of  you  go  to  Massachusetts  you  will  visit.the  beautiful 
Connecticut  Valley  in  which  are  a  few  fine  cities  and  many  villages, 
among  which  is  Longmeadow,  the  home  of  many  of  our  ancestors.  It  is 
a  village;  its  main  thoroughfare  has  many  lines  of  mammoth  elms  fianked 
by  other  beautiful  shade  trees  in  abundance.  It  is  broad,  bold  and  beau- 
tiful, old  and  yet  young,  fair  to  look  upon  and  full  of  life  and  animation, 
the  home  of  our  honorable  ancestry,  rich  in  memories  of  the  past,  radiant 
with  glories  of  the  present.  Once  more  I  am  glad  to  greet  you  at  this  our 
family  reunion  and  heartily  thank  you  for  your  kind  attention.

It  was  then  decided  to  eflect  a  permanent  organization 
for  the  purpose  of  securing  a  more  complete  history  of 
the  family  and  that  the  next  annual  meeting  should  be 
held  at  the  Hotel  Columbia,  Fredonia,  N.  Y.,  September 
15,  1897.  The  following  olHcers  were  elected  for  the 
ensuing  year:  President,  Truman  Swetland,  Cleveland, 
Ohio;  Secretary,  B.  S.  vSwetland,  Brocton,  N.  Y.;  Treas- 
urer, H.  M.  Swetland,  Fredonia,  N.  Y.  On  motion  it 
was  decided  that  the  proceedings  of  this  meeting  be  pub- 
lished and  a  copy  sent  to  all  the  Swetlands  whose  ad- 
dresses are  attainable  by  the  Secretary,  and  that  each 
one  who  receives  a  copy  be  requested  to  furnish  to  the 
Secretary  all  the  information  in  their  posession  relative 
to  the  history  or  chronology  of  the  family.  On  motion, 
H.  M.  Swetland  was  appointed  a  committee  of  one  to 
publish  the  report.  It  is  earnestly  requested  that  all 
persons  receiving  this  report  comply  with  the  request 
regarding  information,  giving  dates  and  names,  places, 
etc.,  as  complete  as  possible,  taking  particular  care  to 
have  the  information  reach  the  Secretary  at  an  early 
date,  allowing  tlie  matter  to  be  arranged  for  a  report  at 
the  next  meeting  to  which  all  the  Swetlands  in  America 
are  most  heartily  and  cordially  invited.  The  chronologi- 
cal table  submitted  herewith  represents  the  work  of  the 
Secretary  and  Kli  Swetland  for  a  number  of  years.  It 
will  be  noticed  that  some  links  in  this  table  are  not  yet 
established;  for  instance,  the  relation  of  the  Palta  and 
Neil  family  to  the  families  of  Eli  and  Eleazer.

Extracts  from  correspondence  read  by  the  Secretai-y 
at  the  meeting. 


From  C.  W.  Brooks,  District  Missionary  of  the  Baptist 
Missionary  Convention  at  Watkins,  N.  Y.,  under  date  of 
Sept.  10. 

Dr.  B.  S.  Swetland: — 

I  send  you  by  this  mail  the  concluding  article  of 
the  captivity  of  Luke  Swetland,  whose  name  is  historic 
in  this  vicinit}',  as  will  appear  in  the  history  of  the  "Sul- 
livans  Campaign"  now  in  preparation  by  the  editor  of 
the  "Watkins  Review."  My  grandmother  was  Mercy 
Swetland,  a  daughter  of  J.  Swetland,  Jr.,  and  niece  of 
Luke  Swetland.  Mercy  married  Amos  Leanord,  a 
Revolutionary  soldier.  He  died  in  1821.  These  were 
my  mother's  parents.  I  heard  from  my  grandmother's 
lips  the  story  of  the  war  of  the  Revolution;  the  account 
of  her  brother  Benjamin,  who  was  a  soldier,  and  the 
account  of  her  Uncle  Luke,  who  was  the  Seneca  captive 
referred  to  in  history.  My  grandmother  was  noted  for 
her  Christianity,  kindness  to  the  poor  and  for  geniality 
of  temper.  She  died  May  23,  1850.  My  mother's  name 
was  Dorathy  Stevens  Leonard.  She  married  Samuel 
Brooks  and  died  at  the  age  of  88.  There  are  now  living 
five  of  us,  Leander  Brooks,  Alfred  Centre,  N.  Y.; 
Orville  L.  Brooks,  North  Norwich,  N.  Y.;  Charles  W. 
Brooks,  Watkins,  N.  Y.;  Sarah  M,  Phelps,  Wilkesbarre, 
Pa.;  Elotia  J.  Brooks,  Rath  bun,  Kansas  City,  Mo.  -Also 
two  brothers  who  are  dead.  Milton  Brooks  who  died  at 
the  age  of  14  and  Samuel  Brooks,  M.  D.  of  Milford,  Pa., 
who  died  at  the  age  of  44.  Leander  and  Samuel  were 
both  soldiers  at  the  war  of  the  Rebellion.

Joseph  Swetland  is  the  oldest  ancestor  we  know  of. 
He  married  Rebecca  Mix  about  1797  or  1798.     They  had 


nine  children,  Josepli,  Eleazer,  Palta,  Ira  Neil,  Lucrecia, 
Mary,  Permelia,  Leurancy  and  Hannah.  About  1810  he 
moved  his  family  to  Ohio  and  settled  on  the  Miami 
river,  near  Sandusky,  where  in  the  year  1812  both  par- 
ents and  the  children  Joseph  and  Mary  died,  as  is  sup- 
posed from  a  fever  then  prevalent  in  that  region.  The 
children  returned  to  the  east,  probably  Madison  County, 
N.  Y.  There  Eleazer  died  about  1885.  Ira  Niel  about 
two  years  ago.  Permelia  married  a  man  by  the  name  of 
Smith  and  lived  and  died  in  Syracuse.  Leurancy  mar- 
ried Salman  Tinslar,  my  grandfather,  late  in  the  '30's. 
She  died  in  1882.  I  think  Lucrecia  married  but  Hannah 
remained  single.  Both  died  in  Madison  County.  Palta, 
my  Grandfather,  was  married  to  Maria  Swetland,  a 
descendant  of  the  North  Connecticut  branch  of  the 
family,  probably  second  cousins,  and  settled  on  the  south 
shore  of  Lake  Chautauqua  where  he  lived  until  the  early 
'60's.  He  removed  to  Westfield  where  he  died  in  1866 
or  1867.  Grandmother  died  in  Portland  in  1880.  My 
mother  Ruth  was  married  in  1853  to  John  H.  Hemming- 
way  of  Mayville,  who  died  three  or  four  years  later.

Dear  Sir: — My  great  grandmother  was  Mercy 
Swetland,  who  mai-ried  Ashbell  Webster  and  both  died 
at  Cuba,  N.  Y.  I  visited  Connecticut  this  summer  and 
made  the  following  notes:  In  1762  Joseph  Swetland 
sells  land  to  Elija  Beck  of  Middletown.  Joseph  Swet- 
land, from  love  and  other  sufficient  reasons  gives  his  son 
Isrial  Swetland  26  acies  live  miles  from  the  Bolton  line. 
In  1777,  John  and  Abbey  of  Summers,  Mass.,  buys  land 
in  East  Hartford,  Conn.  In  1778  Benjamin  and  Sarah 
Swetland  sell  land.  In  1772  Joseph  and  Daniel  Swet- 
land are  mentioned.  In  1805  Sarah  Swetland,  a  widow, 
aged  83  died.  Niel  Swetland  marries  Abigal,  daughter 
of  Jasen  Webster.  Mercy  Swetland  had  brothers  named 
Ira  and  Silas  and  half  brothers  Eleazer  and  Eli.  Palta 
was  a  cousin  of  Mercy  and  married  Maria,  a  daughter  of 
Ira  Swetland.  Ii-a  died  April  1st,  18.56,  aged  75  years; 
and  Ruth  August  14,  1844,  aged  65.  Sanford  Swetland, 
born  at  Longmcadow,  Mass.,  Oct.  12,  1823,  died  at  Port- 
land, N.  Y.,  May  31,  1884.  These  are  random  notes  but 
Longmeadows  and  East  Longmeadows  and  Summers  are 
not  far  apart  and  doubtless  the  Swetlands  in  these  places 
were  closely  related.

In  the 
deed  Sarah  Swetland,  a  widow,  is  mentioned.  In  1763 
Benjamin  Swetland  and  Sarah,  his  wife,  are  appointed 
administrators  of  au  estate.  T  got  the  following  notes 
in  Bolton:  July  23,  1752,  Elizphcth,  y:\fe  of  .lohn  Swet- 
land, died.  In  17.54  Daniel  Swetlanc,  srjn  jf  John  and 
Abi  Swetland,  was  born.  In  i75d  Benjamin  was  born, 
same  parentage.  In  1747  John  Swetland  was  a  member 
of  the  Bolton  church.
